On January 5, 1066, Edward the Con- 
fessor lay dying in the painted room 
at the palace of Westminster. After 
death his body was buried in his great 
new abbey nearby. In less than 12 
months three men occupied his throne: 
Harold, earl of Wessex, killed at Senlac 
hill; Edgar Atheling, the ineffectual 
heir by blood, whose sovereignty lasted 
a few weeks, and William, duke of 
Normandy. 

On Christmas day, 1066, Westminster 
Abbey was filled with those who came 
to witness the coronation of the Norman 
conqueror. 

Aldred, the archbishop of York called 
out to the Saxons if they chose William 
for their king. Following a roar of 
assent, the bishop of Constance put 
the same question to the Normans and 
received the same reply. 

Aldred set the royal crown on the 
conqueror’s head, and William took the 
customary oath: ‘To protect the church 
and its ministers, govern the people 
of the realm with equity, and enact 
just laws.” 

What thoughts filled the minds of 
the men and women in the abbey as 
they streamed out of the building after 
the ceremony? Would this monarch 
bring good or ill to his new kingdom? 

William’s first act of sovereignty was 
to seize Harold’s treasury at Winchester 
and apportion it between his army 
commanders; the church; and the pope, 
in recompense for the latter’s support 
in his claim to the English throne. 

The reign began with moderation; 
Norman leaders were instructed to 
treat the Saxons with humanity. The 
troops were to respect the privileges 
of the people, and pillage was forbidden. 

The lands and possessions of those 
who had fought against William were

confiscated and used to reward his own 
followers, Saxon and Norman. Mar- 
riages were soon encouraged between 
the two races. 

The city of London was granted a 
new charter, and robbers who inhabited 
desolate places were hunted down and 
destroyed. William founded Battle Ab- 
bey on the spot where King Harold 
had been killed and ordered Mass to 
be said for his rival’s soul. 

Concurrently he strengthened the 
Tower of London and built castles at 
Norwich, Winchester, Hereford, Hast- 
ings and Dover, furnishing them with 
strong Norman garrisons. Then he re- 
turned to Normandy with an entourage 
of leading Saxons, ostensibly as his 
guests, but in reality as hostages for 
the good behavior of the island king- 
dom, which was under the regency of 
his brother, Odo, bishop of Bayeux; 
and William Fitzosborne. 

Secret instructions seem to have been 
given to them to provoke a Saxon 
rebellion, to enable the conqueror to 
return and seize the rebels’ wealth and 
Possessions. 

Odo’s harshness was followed by in- 
surrection in Kent and Herefordshire, 
and a plot to massacre the Normans 
throughout the country as they attended

church services on Ash Wednesday. The 
scheme miscarried and the organizers 
fled to Durham and fortified the city. 
William returned to England, crushed 
all opposition, seized estates and wealth, 
and renewed the Danegelt tax which 
had been abolished by Edward the 
Confessor. 

Cornwall and Devon rose in revolt, 
but when the king appeared at Exeter 
the city surrendered and William built 
a citadel, held by a strong garrison, 
to ensure the future good conduct of 
the region. 

Shortly afterwards William sent com- 
missioners into every county to register 
the freeholders who had served under 
Harold at Hastings, and confiscate 
their belongings. This gross injustice 
led to a general insurrection. The popu- 
lar Saxon earls, Edwin and Morcar, 
sought help from Swein, King of Den- 
mark, and Malcolm, king of Scotland. 
They raised forces in Yorkshire and 
declared war on the usurper. 

As William marched north with his 
army, Edwin and Morcar had second 
thoughts about their chance of success 
and sued for peace. The king then 
continued his march to York and re- 
ceived the keys of the city. He erected 
yet another citadel garrisoned with 
Normans. 

On the return journey south he built 
strong castles at Lincoln, Huntingdon 
and Cambridge, to hold the country 
against bands of refugees under the 
leadership of Hereward le Wake, who 
had organized resistance in the marshes 
around Ely. Many Saxon families fled 


to Scotland where they were well re- 
ceived by King Malcolm, and settled 
in what is now the border country. 

Seven hundred Normans were sent 
to occupy Durham, but following vio- 
lence by these troops, the Northum- 
brians rose and massacred the governor 
and his men and set fire to the castle. 
The townsmen of York followed this 
example and killed part of their gar- 
rison, but messengers escaped and 
succeeded in reaching the king who 
marched immediately and defeated the 
insurgents and inflicted heavy losses. 

He then retired to Winchester, but 
as soon as he had gone both castles 
were again attacked by the populace. 
Every day fresh troubles broke out in 
one part of the country or another. 
William sent his queen back to Nor- 
mandy for safety, together with many 
Norman officers who were weary of 
England and constant war. 

Harold’s sons landed in the north 
of Devon from Ireland, but were driven 
back with the loss of 1,700 men. Shortly 
afterwards a Danish fleet joined Edgar 
Atheling at the mouth of the Humber 
and linked up with Northumbrian and 
Yorkshire forces. The composite army 
advancec on York, where they des- 
troyed t' e garrison by fire. 

When William heard of this new 
disaste: he vowed vengeance, and at 
the borders of Yorkshire allowed his 
troops to ravage the country. He bribed 
the Danish leader to desert his allies 
and to raid the Northumberland coast; 
while his own forces besieged York 
which was finally starved into sur- 
render. 

Waltheof, leader of the valiant de-

fence, was granted honorable terms and 
was given William’s niece, Judith, in 
marriage. The remaining defenders 
were treated with great harshness and 
the citizens were forced to pay huge 
fines. The king destroyed every house 
and building between York and Durham 
and left the inhabitants to die of cold 
and hunger. 

Rebellions multiplied; when a revolt 
was crushed in one place, two broke 
out elsewhere. While William was in 
the north, Somerset and Dorset rose 
in arms. Edric the Forester invested 
Shrewsbury but failed to secure it; 
the men of Devon and Cornwall besieged 
Exeter. The king marched from York 
to Chester and by a mixture of diplo- 
macy, bluff and show of force, prevent- 
ed a threatened insurrection among the 
Welsh and the men of Cheshire. To 
strengthen regal control castles were 
built at Chester and Stafford. 

Over the years the conqueror des- 
troyed the Saxon aristocracy, and op- 
pressed the ancient religious houses 
with heavy taxes and by quartering 
troops within their walls free of charge. 
Many bishops were dismissed, and the 
See of Canterbury was given to Lan- 
franc, an Italian. England became a 
vassal state held in subjection by 60,000 
knights-at-arms. 

The abbot of St. Albans raised an 
insurrection which. was joined by Edgar 
Atheling, who was proclaimed for a 
second time king of England. William 
met this new peril by guile, calling 
a conference at Berkhamstead; where 
he listened to the grievances of the 
leaders and promised to meet their 
demands. As soon as their troops had 
been dismissed, he seized the insurg-

ents and had them executed, imprisoned 
or banished from the realm. 

Edgar returned to Scotland, others 
fled to Ireland, Norway, and Denmark, 
and the abbot of St. Albans retired to 
the isle of Ely, where he died of grief 
and disappointment. 

Meanwhile the king of France in- 
vaded Normandy. William landed with 
an army of English, was joined by 
men of the duchy, and forced the 
French king to accept humiliating 
terms. In England a new revolt was 
crushed by Odo and the right foot of 
every prisoner amputated. 

William’s eldest son, Robert, tried 
to secure Normandy which had been 
promised to him by his father, and 
then the promise rescinded. Most of 
the younger nobles joined Robert’s 
army which was centered on Gerberoy. 
William arrived with an English force, 
and father and son met in single com- 
bat. William was knocked from his 
horse and wounded, and as Robert was 
about to kill the English knight, he 
found him to be his father. 

An uneasy reconciliation followed. 
Robert was provided with troops to 
march against King Malcolm, who had 
invaded the north of England; but as 
the Norman force drew near, the Scot

retired to his own kingdom. Robert 
built a Norman keep on the banks of 
the Tyne known as the New Castle. 

When William had mulched all the 
wealth of the Saxon families, he turned 
on his Norman followers and had a 
register compiled containing details of 
the arable land, pastures, meadows and 
woods of every estate; and the num- 
bers of freemen, tenants and slaves 
living upon them; together with the 
tally of cattle, sheep, hogs, horses, 
mills and fisheries. This census took 
six years to complete, the information 
being recorded in the Domesday-book 
which was used to levy taxes of un- 
precedented severity. 

Absolute power corrupts absolutely. 
Over the years the king developed 
megalomania: 30 miles of Hampshire 
were depopulated to form a new forest 
for his hunting; every child was forced 
to learn the Norman language; and 
all courts of law were conducted in the 
same tongue. William intended to sup- 
plant Saxon by French; instead a new 
language was born, with affinities to 
both, but different from either. 

William quarreled with his brother 
Odo and had him imprisoned in the 
castle at Rouen. Little by little the 
power of the king increased, and even 
the safety of the Norman barons de-

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pended upon the tyrant’s pleasure. 

As William grew old he became fat 
and unwieldy. Once when visiting Nor- 
mandy he was confined to bed for a 
considerable time. On hearing of his 
indisposition the king of France quip- 
ped: ‘‘Methinks the king of England 
lies long in childbed.’”’ When William 
heard of the remark he replied: ‘‘When 
I am churched it shall be at Notre 
Dame, with 10,000 lances as my 
tapers!’’ 

(This is an allusion to the medieval 
custom of women carrying a lighted 
candle on their way to the churching 
ceremony.) 

’ He gathered an army and invaded 
France, but on entering Mante his 
horse trod on hot ashes from the burn- 
ing gateway, shied and threw its rider.

The king suffered internal injuries 
and was carried to Rouen, where he 
died a few weeks later on September 
10, 1087, at the age of sixty; after 
reigning 52 years in Normandy, and 
21 in England. 

When the physicians announced his 
death, his son Henry seized the trea- 
sury. The courtiers hastened to secure 
their castles. His servants pilfered the

household and ran away, leaving their 
master’s body naked and alone. 

At the internment in the church of 
St. Stephen at Caen, the swollen corpse 
was too large to fit easily into its 
stone recess, and in trying to force it 
into position the diseased abdomen 
burst. Incense and perfumes failed to 
overcome the stench, and the ceremony 
terminated abruptly as the small con- 
gregation dispersed in disgust. 

The questions at the coronation had 
been answered. This was a king of 
great courage, political cunning and 
military skill, but driven by overwhelm- 
ing ambition and greed until all his 
friends had left him. At death there 
was no one to throw even a coverlet 
over his corpse. 

So far had William strayed from his 
coronation vows made on Christmas 
day, anno Domini ten hundred and 
sixty-six.

AYRSHIRE 3 


Ayrshire is an area in southwest Scotland about thirty miles southwest of 
Glasgow. Its main city is Ayr, a sea resort and port at the mouth of the Ayr River on the 
Firth of Clyde. Ayrshire is best known today for its historic castles and abbeys, a 
distinctive breed of cattle, and as the birthplace of open golf. Several important 
personages are associated with Ayrshire’s history including Oliver Cromwell, James 
Boswell, Robert Burns, Sir Alexander Fleming, and William Wallace (popularized in the 
1995 film as “Braveheart”). 


William Wallace is a Scottish national hero, born about 1272 in Ayrshire. Little is 
known of his life until the burning of Lanark by Wallace and thirty men in May 1297. 
The English sheriff of Lanark was killed in the attack and many joined Wallace’s band as 
news of his victory spread throughout Scotland. Under his leadership an organized army 
evolved and routed the English at Stirling Castle in September 1297. Wallace then 
crossed the border and raided through several counties in northern England. In December 
he returned to Scotland and briefly acted as guardian of the realm for the imprisoned 
Scottish king, John de Baliol. Wallace was soundly defeated by the English at Falkirk in 
July 1298 and retreated northward. Seeking to regain his prestige and finance a new army 
he went to France in 1299 and possibly on to Rome. He was fighting again by 1304, but 
was captured, sent to London and executed in August 1305 (not 1303 as in Samuel and 
Bell). 


Ayrshire 3 is the only Conder token design to portray William Wallace. Another 
prominent Scotsman, Colonel William Fullarton of Fullarton, issued the token. Born 
January 12, 1754 in Ayrshire, he was only five years old when he inherited the family 
estates. After his education in Edinburgh he toured Europe during 1770 at the age of 
sixteen. His distinguished career began in 1775 when he was appointed principle 
secretary to the embassy of Lord Stormont at the French court. Five years later he fought 
a duel with William Petty, Earl of Shelburn, over a presumed insult to Fullarton. Petty 
was wounded but lived to enjoy a political career and died in 1805. Fullarton’s military 
adventures started in 1780 when he and a comrade raised the 98th Regiment of 2000 
infantry at their own expense. William Fullarton was appointed Colonel of the regiment 
though he had no military experience. Colonel Fullarton and the regiment served with 
distinction in South Africa and India. In 1783 he was given command of 13,000 troops on 
the coast of India and enjoyed unprecedented military success. Upon his return to Europe, 
Fullarton began his literary career in 1787 by publishing an account of his Indian 
campaigns. In 1793 and 1801 he wrote for the British Board of Agriculture suggesting 
methods to improve farming efficiency in Ayrshire and elsewhere. During this time 
Colonel Fullarton was a member of the House of Commons for Ayrshire and his 1792 
marriage to Marianne Mckay produced his only child, Rosetta. When the French war 
began in 1793, the Colonel raised the 23rd light dragoons (Fullarton’s Light Horse) and 
the 101st infantry regiment. Returning to politics in 1801 he was appointed governor of 
Trinidad and served until 1803. His governorship ended when he filed an unpopular 
charge against the former governor for authorizing the use of torture. Colonel William 
Fullarton died at London February 13, 1808, age 54. He is remembered today for his 
many accomplishments, a marble monument, and his handsome Conder token. 


The obverse of Ayrshire 3 is very straightforward. A helmeted bust faces left. His 
helmet has a dragon crest and he wears a plaid over a coat of mail. The Latin legend 
GULIELMUS VALLAS clearly identifies him as William Wallace. The reverse design is 
more complicated. R.C. Bell provides the most detailed description: “A woman 
representing Scotland seated facing to the left with her right foot resting upon a stool and 
holding a laurel wreath in her out-stretched right hand while her left supports an oval 
shield bearing St. Andrew and his cross. Behind her on the right is a thistle. There is a 
very small M above the exergue line on the left and the date 1797 in the exergue is 
divided by the interlaced letters CT in script capitals.” The laurel wreath is likely being 
presented to Wallace, recalling a Roman crown of triumph. Thus, the interlaced exergue 
letters “CT” (“TC” in Dalton and Hamer) probably stand for Corona Triumphalis. The 
very small M above the exergue line represents the diesinker and manufacturer, Milton. 
St. Andrew and his cross, the thistle, and the legend SCOTIA REDIVIVA are obvious 
references to Scotland and Wallace. 


Samuel, Dalton and Hamer and Bell all agree that 576 specimens of Ayrshire 3 
were struck. Dalton and Hamer also list a RRR Ayrshire 2, proofs in tin on thin flans 
from the same dies. Samuel and Bell list 500 struck without a collar, 72 in a collar, and 4 
in silver. Dalton and Hamer also describe 3a (plain edge, no collar, on very thin small 
flan) and 3b (milled edge, on very thick flan). The token also exists as a bronzed proof, 
for sale on The Copper Corner fall 2001 price list. Rarity ratings from Dalton and Hamer 
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appear to reverse the mintages listed. Ayrshire 3 (in collar, 72 struck) is “fairly common” 
while 3a and 3b are RRR. Bell describes Ayrshire 3 as “Rare”. 

I am pleased to have recently added an Ayrshire 3 to my Conder collection. It is 
unusual in that it is an obviously circulated but nice VF struck with a collar. Could it be a 
circulated proof or just a business strike? William Fullarton apparently produced these as 
private tokens along with other very rare trial tokens in copper and silver. What did the 
Colonel have in mind - presentation pieces, a private coinage for Scotland, models for the 
Royal Mint? I would enjoy hearing from anyone who knows more about Colonel 
Fullarton and/or his tokens.

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AFTER FINISHING Mr BOULTON 
or, 
What I’m up to Now 


Diligent readers will have noticed that I haven’t had any articles in the last several issues of 
the Journal. There’s an excellent reason. I was writing about the token-manufacturing activities of 
Matthew Boulton, of Soho, near Birmingham - fairly detailed treatments of Boulton’s issues which 
I had been unable to include in my book on the man and his mint. And I ran out of material at last: 
Soho inconsiderately ceased making tokens after 1804, and its proprietor inconsiderately died in the 
summer of 1809. No material, no articles. 

My other duties didn’t help: I serve as president of ICOMON, the International Committee 
of Money and Banking Museums, and I also write and send out its Newsletter, about four issues a 
year to three hundred people or so. When you combine that with work on proposed exhibits at the 
United States Mint and the International Monetary Fund (and the completion of another book, this 
time on America’s obsolete currency, Pictures from a Distant Country), there hasn’t been much time 
left for anything else, including eighteenth-century tokens. 

But I thought of a new token project at the beginning of last summer, and I’m pleased to 
report that I’m finally getting to work on it. I’m still more pleased to report that it appears to have 
major potential for increasing our knowledge about the objects of our common interest. 

You’ ve seen hints of it before, at least if you’ve ever read the works of Robert C. Bell. That 
prolific author, the refounder of our hobby, makes occasional reference to eighteenth-century 
periodicals which mentioned trade tokens at the time they were being made and circulated. But 
Bell’s references are scattered, as are those of other writers on our subject. I began wondering what 
would happen if one were to make the eighteenth-century British magazine a cornerstone of token 
research. In other words, what would happen if one took every available member of the genre, go 
over it with a fine-tooth comb for every mention of the token phenomenon from before its beginning 
until well past its end? What would one find, and would it have been worth the effort? 

I decided to see: the scattered references J had picked up during earlier research expeditions 
suggested that a more extensive onslaught might indeed prove profitable. There was also the fact 
that I could pursue the work in an unhurried manner, at the Library of Congress and through 


interlibrary loans. It would not be like my forays to the Birmingham Reference Library in search of 


Matthew Boulton. Of necessity, that research had been pursued with maniacal devotion and speed. 
In the present case, the research could come to me, in a sense; and I could deal with it when other 
duties permitted. 

But it would be terribly important to go about the project in the right way. I must first 
recheck my earlier work and that of others, and I must then set out to track down all periodicals 
which offered the slightest possibility of contemporary coverage of the token phenomenon. When 
I had done so, { must go through these magazines page by page, checking all obvious possibilities 
(e.g., for times and places where we already knew tokens had been issued) and any remote ones I 
could think of (e.g., for Scottish correspondents with word about “Civis”, the Dundee merchant and 
token promoter James Wright, Jr.). I must record all that I found, verbatim - either by means of a 
computer or by photocopying. All this would be a daunting amount of work, and I began wondering 
whether, having just liberated myself from fifteen years of research and writing on Matthew Boulton, 
I was cheerfully subscribing to more of the same, or worse. But the prize seemed worth the effort: 
if all went well, I would emerge with a full-length study of what eighteenth-century tokens meant 
to the people who were actually issuing and using them. 

With that in mind, I set to business. 

Working at the Library of Congress, I first compiled a listing of every likely periodical from 
the British Isles, in publication between 1785 and 1820. While I based this list on Library of 
Congress holdings, I hasten to add that I did not depend on that institution having complete runs of 
everything, or most things. I knew that I would eventually have to go elsewhere for much of the 
material, but the Library of Congress is only eight blocks from my house, and it represented a good 
starting point. | emerged with a list of about twenty-five prospects, and I then began working with 
two of the most likely of them, the Gentleman’s Magazine and the Monthly Magazine. 

I was looking for a particular type of publication, one very popular in the final days of the 
eighteenth century and the first days of the nineteenth. Both the Gentleman’s Magazine and the 
Monthly Magazine qualified: they were based on short articles and correspondence between people 
from across the British Isles and beyond. You can find something of their flavor in R. T. Samuel’s 
Bazaar, Exchange and Mart from the 1880s, the repository of much of what we know about the 
provincial tokens and their issuers. But the contributors to Samuel’s magazine were writing from 


hearsay and information gleaned from earlier publications, not from immediate experience. 
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The eighteenth-century correspondence magazine was a marvelous invention, the equivalent 
of the twenty-first-century electronic bulletin board and chat room. You could find virtually 
anything between its covers, month after month, from a curious stone which fell from the sky in 
Bedfordshire to the proper method of harvesting potatoes in Kent to a curious seal found on Skye - 
to the latest token from Anglesey. The Britain of the 1780s and 1790s saw enough people with 
enough disposable income and time to discern, to collect - and to tell others about their experiences. 
The nature of the period fueled the correspondence magazine, as well as encouraging the collectible 
token. 

I began going through my first two prospects page by page, recording everything remotely 
germane to the topic of tokens. I began with the year 1785 and ended with the year 1820, and I did 
so for two specific purposes. First, I wanted to see whether the magazines recorded any scarcity of 
small change prior to the appearance of the Anglesey and Wilkinson pieces in 1787. Second, I 
pushed the project forward to 1820 (by which time the Royal Mint was about to address the small- 
change problem once and for all) in order to include a later and final batch of provincial coins, those 
issued between 1811 and 1819. 

I photocopied where I could, transcribed where I must. For the latter purpose, I used a Palm 
Pilot rather than a normal laptop computer. Palms cost one-fifth as much as laptops. Palms (even 
with their keyboards) weigh far less than laptops. For my purposes (transcription, nothing fancy), 
Palms work just as well as laptops. And with a battery life measured in days rather than hours (and 
AAA batteries at that; again, nothing fancy), my choice was obvious. Laptops do have one 
advantage over Palms: under normal circumstances, one can’t do a memorandum of more than about 
four thousand characters on a Palm Pilot, and a garrulous correspondent from 1795 could burn up 
more space than that without arriving at the point of his letter. But there was a way around the 
limitation. A program called Documents To Go can be installed on a Palm, and it will allow one to 
create files of virtually any length desired. I got the program, and it solved the problem. 

Having fully investigated the token reportage in the Gentleman’s Magazine and the Monthly 
Magazine, now seemed as good a time as any to share some of my preliminary findings with you. 

You may have already heard of one of them. The earliest reference found thus far to 
eighteenth-century tokens appeared in the “Supplement for the Year 1787", which appeared 


immediately after the December 1787 number of the Gentleman’s Magazine. The writer described 


two pieces which he considered genuine, an Anglesey penny and a Wilkinson halfpenny (whose 
denomination went unrecorded: there was considerable controversy as to the intended value of the 
Wilkinson coins). As described, the Anglesey penny had a D cipher with the date 1787 below: we 
are obviously talking about D&H varieties 4 through 11. The Wilkinson piece cannot be attributed: 
it could have been any variety between D&H 340 and D&H 368. Now things get interesting: 


This [Anglesey] token was scarcely issued, when it was thought worth while to 
counterfeit it; which has been done by some able artist ... The material variations are 
the inferiority of the Druid’s bust, and of the oaken foliage; and in the reverse the 1 
D. is omitted, and the date placed at the top instead of the bottom. The whole reverse 
is also turned, in the counterfeit, the opposite way to the genuine one. 

There is also a second counterfeit, nearly resembling the former, the foliage only 
having some slight variation, and the dot placed over the second figure of the date 
instead of the third; in other respects it is extremely similar.’ 


What can we glean from this reference? We might be pardoned for wondering whether the 
fact that the Anglesey and Wilkinson tokens were mentioned in the same breath might be significant. 
(It was: they were struck by the same people at the same time at the same mint.) But of greater 
significance is the mention of two counterfeit Anglesey pence, appearing on the heels of the genuine 
article. What’s going on here? 

With the hindsight of two centuries, we can say that what the writer thought were counterfeits 
were perfectly legitimate, slightly later issues from the Parys Mines Company. They would embrace 
D&H varieties 17 through 85 - and I doubt whether we can come any closer than that. The thing 
which most intrigues me is that the writer, seeing well-struck, full-weight Parys pence, should have 
assumed that they were counterfeit because their designs departed in minor ways from the pieces 
he first seen. We now know that D&H varieties 4 through 11 were struck in minuscule numbers, 
compared with varieties 17 through 85 - and I find it hard to believe that someone writing at the end 
of 1787 would not have noticed the same ratio. Did he therefore believe that the majority of the 
Anglesey pence were counterfeits? If he based his sentiments on the current status of regal copper 
coinage, he might be excused for having done so; his conclusions show us just how bad was the 


minor coinage situation at the time the correspondence magazines first took it under notice. 


‘Gentleman's Magazine, 57 (1787), pp.1160-1161. 
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Counterfeit or otherwise, the Anglesey and Wilkinson coppers obviously filled a need, and 
they were soon being imitated by legitimate and not-so-legitimate competitors. But the time-lag 
between their introduction and their notice in the correspondence magazines shrank. The Matthew 
Boulton Papers suggest that the Cronebane halfpence were created in the summer of 1789. I had 
assumed that they left Soho for Ireland early in September. I shall now have to amend my timetable: 
the September 1789 issue of the Gentleman’s Magazine illustrates a Cronebane token,

“communicated by a correspondent in Ireland to whom we have many obligations””. The September 


magazine was likely prepared during the previous month, which suggests that some at least of the 
Cronebanes must have left Soho the month before that, at the very latest. 
The private tokens filled a need, but they were not a panacea; and the thoughtful realized as 


much. Writing in January 1795, “S.E.K.” observed that 


the wretchedly debased state of our copper coinage, and the quantity of counterfeit 
half-pence, that are so plentifully poured upon the publick, have long and loudly 
demanded the strictest notice and interference of the Legislature. ... and it is obvious 
that, until Government takes upon it to give us some redress, the evil will go on 
continually increasing, to the great decline of the Arts, and the infamy and 
degradation of our national character. ... The copper money might be greatly and 
easily reformed by dies of superior workmanship; and, had Mr. Bolton’s [sic’] 
coinage taken place, as the publick was led to expect*, from the very beautiful 
specimens of his pattern-halfpenny, it would soon have put a stop to the prolific 
exertions of the other Birmingham manufacturers. 


But the writer concluded on an optimistic note. He saw a positive side to this money of 


necessity, the provincial token: 


from the frequent marks of excellence that may be discovered on many of the 
manufacturers [sic] half-pennies, now in so common circulation, and particularly 
from that high-finished specimen of Mr. Bolton’s, it is sufficiently apparent that the

medallic art is by no means at so low an ebb as our national coin would lead one to 
suppose.° 


A later generation of collectors would have to agree with him.

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SKIDMORE’S CHURCHES IN THE CITY OF LONDON 


In the last few years of the 18th Century, Peter Skidmore, a Clerkenwell ironmonger and stove 
grate manufacturer issued a numbr of tokens intended for sale to collectors and not for circulation. 
Of these, 88 illustrate churches, more particularly 55 of those show churches within the square mile 
of the City of London. ; 

In 1782 there were 69 churches in the City, today there are under 40, surprisingly 34 are depicted 
by Skidmore, of the remaining 21 in the Series, 4 have only the tower remaining, the rest have 
been destroyed. 

In 1978 R. C. Bell in his book The Building Medalets of Kempson and Skidmore 1796-1797, 
listed these tokens and gave much useful information. However, in many cases it is not easy to tell 
whether and in what form the church exists today. 

The accompanying map indicates the positon of all the churches in the series, the number relates 

to the list on which I have indicated Dalton & Hamer number, and the fate of those that no longer 
exist. , 
Over the next few issués, I shall look at the churches individually where appropriate, with 
contemporary photographs if possible. Whilst it is sad that so many no longer exist, those that do 
are all the more splendid for their being small areas of calm and tranquility amongst the slabs of 
concrete and glass that rise high into the sky of the City of London. I was very surprised when | 
actually looked for them, in the course of writing this article, how many churches do still exist in 
some form or another in such a small area.

pence tokens reflect the views of the fascinating Thomas Spence, publisher of “Pig’s Meat,” at “The Hive of Liberty,”

They were well designed and 
minted (usually) to a high standard and appealed to those new collectors of the day who established the “Conder” series as 
the first and foremost non-currency collecting enthusiasm. 


Waters, in his 1906 book on Middlesex tokens, lists the Spence 1/2d varieties. They are provided here as a check list with occa- 
sional summaries of his comments. Italicized descriptions represent designs he did not mention that were used in the Spence 
series. Some of the designs represent views that are counter to Spence’s. It is hard to know when some of the combinations 
were made. We know dies were used over a period of time. Some combinations are available only from strikes made with dies 
in deteriorated states, a sure sign that the dies had use beyond Spence’s primary intentions. Our inventory of Spence pieces 
is substantial: it includes pieces from two famous collections, Jan II and Noble. Prices have moderated for the series and that 
is reflected in this listing. However, I am not encountering other significant groups of this fascinating series. Only a part of 
our stock is listed.

Wrongs 
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An Elegant Entrance 
by David S. Brooke 


The Waicot Turnpike token (Somerset 45) issued in 1796 by Francis Heath, a 
Bath ironmonger, bears a quite unique imagery. It shows a two-story tollhouse whose 
castellated roof is surmounted by a flag, and on the other side of the gate is a large lamp 
on a plinth. The inscription below this rather ambitious structure reads "No Trust," and 
the edge notes that the token was "Payable at Walcot Turnpike, Bath." 

The tollgate referred to is almost certainly the one which was situated at 
Grosvenor Street, where it served as a principal entrance to Bath on the London Road. In 
September 1791, a proposal was made to the Commissioners of Turnpike Roads by the 
builders of Grosvenor Place nearby.' The existing turnpike house was to be replaced by 
"a new one in a better situation...and upon a more elegant design." The gate was to be 
distinguished by "a row of posts and chains, to be continued all the way to Lambridge." 
These improvements would hopefully have "a very fine effect on the principal entrance 
into Bath." 

It seems quite possible that the rather distinguished tollhouse shown on the token 
reflects the actual building that was on the London Road. I have been unable to confirm, 


however, that the proposed improvements were carried out, and apparently no view of the 


Walcot Gate exists. There was certainly a good deal of development taking place in 
Walcot at this time. A handsome tollhouse and gate would have been an appropriate 
enhancement. Nearby, Grosvenor Place and Grosvenor Gardens, designed by J. Eveleigh, 
were built in 1791. The Gardens opened in September 1792, and by the time the token 
was issued in 1796 offered bowling greens, swings, a maze and pleasure boats among 
their attractions.” A detail from Harcourt Master's 1795 plan of Bath shows the situation 
of the tollgate and some of these current developments nearby. We might recall that 
another rather eccentric Bath token (Somerset 26) commemorates a short-lived botanic 
garden that opened in Walcot in 1794. 

Samuels sees the legend "No Trust" as "sarcastically punning." The tollhouse 
came under the control of the Bath Turnpike Trust which was also responsible for eight 
more roads fanning out from the city like "the spokes of a wheel."* This particular 
tollgate was extremely profitable, being a principal entrance to Bath.” We can surmise 
that a variety of tokens (including those which celebrated recent building developments 
in the city) must have passed through the keeper's hands. As one 18th-century traveler put 
it, "As soon as you quit the town, you receive tokens of all descriptions in the common 


course of exchange. The tollmen at the turnpikes are a great means of circulating them."

Bell calls this token "a very doubtful commercial coin," partly because of its 
limited issue, and thinks that it may well have been struck for sale to collectors.’ He 
surmises that it may have been issued by Heath to "keep up with the token race in town."® 
I would add the further suggestion that it may have been connected with the development 
of the Grosvenor area, and the construction of a new and improved tollgate there.

BUT WERE AFRAID TO ASK! 


It didn’t take me long to respond to the requests from a few of you to write this. I’ve been 
accused of a lot of things through the years, but being bashful wasn’t one of them. 
Actually, I rationalized this thumbnail autobiography by hearing many interesting stories 
from other CTCC members about how they got started in Conder collecting. 


I started putting pennies into a Whitman folder like most kids when I was about 11 or 12 
then branched into Indian heads a year or 2 later. Then girls! "I put away my childish 
things." 


The summer between my junior & senior year (1960) was a furor in coin 
collecting/investing. My dad thought he’d see if he could make some money and asked 
me to help him. We bought rolls of Lincolns, 50-D nickels, etc. etc. Turned them over 
quickly and occasionally stumbled across something we thought worth keeping. 


To make this short story even longer...... By the time I graduated from high school, I . 
realized that Lincolns and Jeffersons were BORING! Between my Freshman and Junior 
years of college, I ran across an ad for a list of English hammered coins from a guy in 
Louisiana. Got his list and I was "hooked on English". 800 year old coin in VF for $10!! 
He also sold a few better milled coins and I was fascinated. Sent off and got Seaby’s and, 
later, Spink’s lists. A new area opened before my eyes. 


About this time I hooked up with a local guy near my college in Oxford, Ohio from a 
local coin club. Still managed to get a couple coins every month. This was 1962-3 by the 
way. We went to and set up at some local coin shows and did some buying and selling. 
When I came home the next summer, I knew a little more and went around and talked 
with the local dealers—mostly about ANY English they may have. 


Then, BONANZA! I hit pay dirt. Didn’t know it at the time, of course, but got the 
opportunity to buy a short box of Conders from a dealer. Must’ve been nearly 50 pieces 
and got the box for $100! To tell the truth, the ONLY token I remember was a gilt 
Middlesex penny of the King’s Theatre. Most were in very nice condition—XF or better. 
I had been getting Seaby’s Coin & Medal Bulletin for about a year at this point and 
THOUGHT that what I was buying were these same tokens that Seaby advertised for sale 
from time to time. I hadn’t paid any real attention to them as I was primarily interested in 
hammered coins at the time. I looked at the listings and found a couple that I thought 
were the same as what I had. 


They kept referring to the Dalton & Hamer book which was published around the turn of 
the century and was essentially not available. I put my little box away and continued with 
college and hammered coins. 


A few years after I left college, I noticed that Seaby had reprinted D&H (1967) and I 
ordered one. I was always--and still am--pretty big on books. My eyes were opened! 
Every token I had was there with a good photo and excellent description. 


I was also fooling around with large cents at the time. To see the same copper pieces from 
the 1790’s with their huge disparity in prices pushed me over to our "Conders". Started 
buying from Spink & Seaby mostly—couldn’t find many around here. In 1970 I made my 
first trip to England. Wanted to see the countryside so I visited coin shops all over the 
place including Wales, Scotland and Ireland (along with Seaby & Spink’s, of course). 


I put the hammered and most other things to the side for awhile and concentrated on my 
"Conders". Built up a pretty nice collection over the next few years. Thought maybe I’d 
go into the mail order business and sell some of my English and other foreign. I put out 
my first illustrated list in November 1973. Good success so I put out my next one quickly 
in February 1974. This was my first list with any "Conders" on it. So, this is my 28~" year 
of sending out lists of coins and tokens for sale. 38 2 years of handling "Conders" and my 
41 % year anniversary of being a coin dealer (nearly 40 years of considering myself a 
numismatist). 


Lists were doing so well that in 1974 I opened a coin shop in downtown Akron, Ohio 
with a partner. Following a couple years later with a shop in North Canton, Ohio. Made 
several trips to England and started doing the BIG show there, COINEX, every year for 
several years. By the mid-80’s, we had a third shop and the baseball card business was 
nearing one of its cyclical peaks. My partner wanted to move into that area in a big way, 
but I didn’t want to. So, we had a parting of the ways. As a split, I took all the foreign 
coins and books (except Russian) and the mailing list. He kept the rest—for awhile. 


That was 1985. I put out a couple lists but had fairly severe medical problems in 1988. 
That slowed me down for a few years—then a divorce, then back at it. Difficult to do 
shows, so have cut back on them. Also difficult to travel any place, so, haven’t been to 
England in quite awhile. Been doing most of my buying by mail, but its getting harder 
and harder to obtain nice new stock. Thank heavens for the occasional collection and 
pretty good back stock that I’ve had untouched for about 15 years. 


The formation of the CTCC in 1996 was the push that this area of collecting needed. I 
really enjoy these old coppers as, I imagine, most of you do also. So, let’s all dig in and 
find that specific area that you think is pretty cool and write a little story to tell us all 
about it!
